our Soxls in one Senſe, that is, ſo loſe them, that they ſhall 
ceaſe to Be; but we may loſe them inanother, that we ſhould 
wiſh to bſe them even in that; that is, we may loſe that 
happy Eſtate to which they were created, and plunge them 
into the extremeſt Miſery : In a Word, we may loſe them in 
Hell, whence therg is ho ferching them back, and ſo they 
are loſt for ever. Nay, in this Conſideration, our very Bodies 
are concerned, 'thoſe Darlings of ours, for which all our Care 
is laid out; for they muſt certainly after Death, be raiſed a- 
gain, and be Own ain to the Soul, and take part with it 
in whatever State: If then our Care for the Bady take up all 
our Time and Thoughts, and leave us none to beſtow on the 
poor Soul, it is ſure the Sou! will, for want of that Care, be 
made for evet miſerable: But it is as ſure, That that very Body 
mult be ſo too. And therefore, if you have any true Kind- 
nels to your Bady, ſhew it by taking Care for your Soxls. 
Think with: yourlelves, how you will be able to endure Ever- 
laſting Burnings: If a ſmall Spark of Fire lighting on the leaſt 
Part of the Body, be ſo intolerable; what will it be ta have 
the Whole caſt into the hotteſt Flames; and that not ſor 
ſome few Hours, or Days, but for ever? So that when you 
have ſpent many Thouſands of Years in that unſpeakable 
Torment, you ſhall be nearer coming out of it, than you 
were the Firſt Day you went in: Think of this, I ſay, and

pect the Devil is a dangerous Adverſary; he long ſince gave! b. 
ſufficient Proof of his Subtilty, in beguiling our firſt Parents, I = 
who yet were much wiſer than we are; and therefore no 
wonder if he deceive and cheat us. Secondly, TheWatch- fe 
fulneſs and Diligence of an Enemy makes him the more to n 
be feared ; and here the Devi exceeds: It is his Trade and I F 
Buſineſs to deſtroy us, and he is no Loiterer at it: He goes up 0 
and down ſeeking tohom he may devour, 1 Pet. 5. 8. He watches n 
all Opportunities of Advantage againſt us, with ſuch Dili-| W 4c 
gence, that he will be ſure never to let any ſlip him. Third-| f 
y, An Enemy near us is more to be feared than one at a Di- t 
fance: For it he be far off, we may have Time to arm, and e 
repare our (elves againſt him; but if he be near, he may 0 
ſteal on us unawares. And of this ſort is the Fleſh; it is an ( 
Enemy, at our Doors, ſhall Iſay? Nay, in our Boſoms, it is t 
always near us, to take occaſion of doing us Miſchiefs.

There is no State or Condition in it, nay, ſcarce a Creature, 
which doth not, at ſome time or other, fight againſt the Son: 
The Honours of this World ſeek to wound us by Pride, the 
Wealth by Covetom ſne ſt, the Praſperityof it empts us to for- 
get God, the Adverſities to murmur at him. Our very Table 
becomes'a Snare to us, our Meat dfaws us to Glatrony, our 
Drink to Draunkenneſs,our Company, nay, our moſt neareſt 
Friends, oſten bear à part in this War againſt us,-whilſt,i Þ} 
either by their Example or Perſuafions; they entice us to Sin. 
9. Confider all this, and then tell me, Whether a S9 , 
thus beſer; hath leiſure to ſleep! Even Delilah could tell Sam. 
ſon, it was time to awake, when the Fhiliſtines mere upon; | 
him. And Cunistr tells us, I the good Man of the Haufe / ' 
had known in what Hour the Thief would come, he would haue“. 
 watched;” and not haue ſuffered his Houſe to be broken up, 
Mar. 24. 43. But we'live in the midſt of Thieves, and thete- 
fore muſt look for them every hour; and yet who is thete a- 
mong us, that hath that common Providence for this precious 
Part of him, his So which he hath for his Houſe, or in- 
deed the meaneſt thing that belongs to him? I fear our Soul 
may ſay to us, as Chriſt to his Diſciples, Mat. 26. 40. What! 
(could you not watch with me one Hour? For I doubt it would 
poſe many of us to tell when we beſtowed one Hour on them, 
tho' we know them to be continually beſet with moſt dan- 
gerous Enemies. And then, alas! what is like to be the Caſe 
of theſe poor Sour, when their Ad verſaries beftow ſo much 
Care and Diligence to deſtroy them; and we will afford none 
to preſerve them? Surely, the ſame as of a beſieged Town, 
where no Watch or Guard is kept, which is certain to fall a 
Prey to the Enemy. Canſider this, ye that forget God, may, ye 
that forget yourſelves;left he pluck you away, and there be none 
to dender you, Pſil. 50. 22. 10. But 
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10. But I told you there was a Second way, whereby a Thing 
may be in Danger, and that is, from ſome Difurder or Miſtem- 
per within irſelf. This is often the Caſe of our Bodies; they are 
not only liable to outward Violence, but they are within 
themſelves ſick and diſeaſed. And then we can be ſenſible: 
enough that they are in Danger, and need nat to be taught to 
ſeek out for Means to recover them. But this is alſo the of 
the Soul ʒ we reckon thoſe Parts of the Body diſeaſed, that do 
not rightly perform their Oſtce; we account ir a ſick Palate 
that taſtes not aright, a fick Stomach that digeſts not. And thus
